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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-8 are under consideration in this application. 

Claims 9-12 remain held withdrawn from consideration as being drawn to nonelected 
subject matter. 37 CFR 1.142(b). 

Election/Restrictions 

The requirement is still deemed sound and proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Again, this application has been examined to the extent readable on the elected 
compounds wherein Ar represents a pyridine 2-yl group, R 3 , R 5 and R 6 represent nonheterocyclic 
groups, exclusively. All additional heterocycles pertain to nonelected subject matter. 

Rejoinder cannot be offered at this time because applicants have introduced new 
rejections under 35 U.S.C 1 12. Applicants are reminded that process claims that depend from or 
otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a matter of right 
if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance, whichever is earlier. 
Amendments submitted after final rejection are governed by 37 CFR 1.116; amendments 
submitted after allowance are governed by 37 CFR 1.312. 

. Claims 10-12 are drawn to intermediates and are not subject to rejoinder. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product claims and 
the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process claims will be fully 
examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to be allowable, the 
rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the requirements of 35
